“Today these factories are en ­ 
gaged in ordin ary peace-time 
work . In an emergen cy they 
mu st be prepared to become v er­ 
itable arsen als,” he said in an 
address prepared for deliv ery be­ 
fore the Chicago Association of 
Commerce. 
John son said the army select­ 
ed plan ts “with a record of effi­ 
cien cy , hon esty an d co-opera­ 
tion ,” after a su rv ey of the 
American in du strial stru ctu re. 
He said that “1,546 of them 
(the plan ts) hav e been selected 
in the area which will be ad­ 
min istered from the Chicago 
headqu arters. 
Sev en 
hu n dred 
eighty are located in Illin ois; 
729 in Wiscon sin , 216 in Michi­ 
gan an d 85 in In dian a. Upon 
these plan ts will fall the respon ­ 
sibility of k eepin g America gear­ 
ed to meet a stru ggle which 
might mean ou r v ery su rv iv al.” 
John son began his address 
with a declaration that the war 
departmen t was “en gaged in the 
bu sin ess of peace. It has n o am­ 
bition s of con qu est. It has n o 
desire for power. It merely ask s 
for 
defen siv e 
forces 
stron g 
en ou gh to discou rage n ation s 
ben t on trespass from distu rbin g 
ou r peace.” 
He said the army ’s n eeds to­ 
day were “the ex act opposite” 
from 1917 becau se then the al­ 
lies “had the material bu t were 
short of man power; we had the 
men bu t were withou t an ade­ 
qu ate su pply of mu n ition s. We 
came to terms.” 
Today , howev er, he said, “the 
foreign mu n ition s mark ets are 
closed to u s” an d “particu larly 
has this become tru e of modern 
aircraft!” 
“If we su dden ly n eeded mili­ 
tary weapon s in qu an tity an d 
with speed, we wou ld hav e to 
look en tirely to ou rselv es. It be­ 
hoov es u s, therefore, to dev elop 
ou r own mu n ition s.” 
He said the first step was to 
fu lly equ ip 400,000 en listed men 
an d officers of the regu lar army 
an d n ation al gu ard an d called 
the Presiden t’s requ est to con ­ 
gress for $110,000,000 “to mak e 
good most of the con spicu ou s 
shortages” a “most modest re­ 
qu est.”

WHERE IS AMERICA HEADING? 
Resignation of Way ne C. Tay lor from a high 
position in the treasu ary department at Wash­ 
ington brings ou t in bold relief the cru cial prob­ 
lem of American foreign policy . In withdrawing 
from the federal serv ice, Mr. Tay lor directs at­ 
tention to v ariou s financial arrangements with 
foreign cou ntries, particu larly that connected 
with the French pu rchase of American-made 
war planes, which v irtu ally mean that the United 
States is taking sides in world riv alries between 
totalitarian powers and other cou ntries. All su ch 
inv olv ements, in the opinion of Mr. Tay lor, are 
essential wrong. 
The indicated situ ation affords an ex cellent 
illu stration of the way in which a peacefu l na­ 
tion can become entangled in international com­ 
plications throu gh the adoption of ex ecu tiv e poli­ 


cies u nsu pported by either the legislativ e branch 
or pu blic opinion. 
If the Tay lor resignation adds fu el to the 
flames of controv ersy already raging in Wash­ 
ington, it may serv e the u sefu l pu rpose of bring­ 
ing forth a frank and open statement as to ju st 
where America is heading in the field of foreign 
affairs. Certainly the rank and file of citizens 
who wou ld constitu te the cannon fodder in the 
ev ent of war, are entitled to know, at least in 
broad ou tline, the implications of present policy 
at Washington. Otherwise they may be led grad­ 
u ally bu t relentlessly into a dangerou s position 
which they nev er wou ld assu me of their own free 
will and accord.
